HE Lord having made me a Watchman to this Na- 

| tion, concerning the ' Approach of his K ingdoze, 

' and the Great Change of the whole State of the 

Chriſtian Churches, and ſo of the World upon it, 

in 1697. I cannot but ſound the Trumpet; For Theſe Things 

are not by way of Impreſſion, or any private Izſpiration, but 

by ſuch Great and [»fallible Arguments, out of his Word, 

that all Judicious Chriſtians may, and ought to diſcern Truth 

by Them, and know, whether theſe Things ere ſo, or not? but 

eſpecially the Minifters of his Word. Aud they are ſuch asare 

moſt Amazing, eſpecially in theſe Twolalſt Inftances, of which 

| cannot but give this Notice, like the ſounding of the Trun- 
pet londer and louder. 

When-I had fetled that moſt Eminent part of the Lize of 
Time, Given by God in ſo Various CharaQters; viz. Tzme, 
Times, Half a Time, and Three Days and a Haff ( although 
for very great Reaſons Diverſe from the other, yet of theve- 
ry ſame Import and Durarion, as I have ſhewn). Theſe Times 
and Days are Four Times Nam'd 3 Forty Two Months Twice - 
Nam'd ; and 1260 Diys Twice Nanid expreſly 3 and Twice 
mcluſively Nam'd; viz. in the 1290. and 1335 Days, 
Dan. 12. And asin Time, Times, Half & Time, Given 
with a Solemn Oath, Daz. 12. And at theEntrance of Half

I had obferv'd alſo, That the 38 Years made a Re- 
preſentation of Two Nineteens, or the Golden Number Twice 
Accounted.

When All was thus ſetled, What more Raviſhing Aſſurance 
could be given, than that Juſ# now by looking more intimately 
into the Matter, I find, that That ſo Wiſe and Mathermatick A- 
dequation of Time of the Su and Moon, Approved by all 
the Wotld, is made uſe of by the Spirit of Gcd in this Time : 
For as the Lurations every Nineteen Years, are found to Re- 
turn to the ſame Point of Congreſs with the Sun, as at their firſt 
fetring out together,it muſt needs be, That what Time the Sun 
has ſpent more, and the Moon leſs in thoſe Nineteen Years, 
muſt needs alſo be the Juſt Proportion of Time between the - 
Sun and Moon, throughout all Time 3. and that being about E- 
leven Days, every Year, is Thirty Eight Daysin ThreeYears 
and a Half, and Thirty Eight Years in Three Years and Half 
By a Nitu- Of Years.

And as was thus conſidering this Nobleſt and moſt Prin- 
cipal Part of the Line of Time, in the Eye of Prophecy 3 it 
pleaſed God, by a very Judicious and Honourable Hand, 
to ſend me this Obſervation upon the whole Prophetical 
Part of my Line of Time 3 as I have ſtated it to begin from 


Solomon's Death, where the Types of the Kingdom of cy | 
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fell ſo low, and to reach to the _ of Ezekiel's Tem- 
ple, c. 40, when the Vifional Type of Chriſt's Kingdoms is at 
the Height, but Debarr'd from Coming into EffeR, till. 
the Fullneſs of AN Time. Agd it is Given in 3906 Days 
of Ezekiel's Lying on his Side, c. 4. After which I obſerv'd 
Forty Days of Bearing Judah's Sin, and 2300 Eves, Morne 
of Delay, e're the San@uary Cleansd, according to Ezekz- 
e's Viſion. All which put together, make 2730 Years. 

Now as that ſame Excellent Perſon hath obſerv'd, God. 
had ſetled a Standard of Puniſhment, Levit. 26. That a 
Multiplication by Sevens ſhould be the Proportion 5 The. 
firſt Time therefore he fixes this State of Puniſhment, ex- 
preſs d in ſo Solemn Bearing Iniquity 5 it is in 390 Dagy:, 
of Tears, Let this then be multiplied by Sever , and it 
makes the Juſt Sum of 2730. which is made up of 390; 
40. 2300. Days of Years; and then according to the Sab-. 
batick Seven, and according to what God aſſures- after the 
Sevens of Puniſhment, There ſhall be a Reſtoration of AZ

Now I would Appeal to the Reaſon of all Mankind , 
ſeeing Theſe Things are ſo Mathematically Demonſtrative; 
out of Wards ſo undeniably written in Scripture 3 whe- 
ther it be not a Juſtification of my whole Prophetical Line 
of Time in its Whole; and in its Parts I have alſo juſtified 
it Part by Part, and eſpecially in the principal part, the Tizees.

Now ſeeing, however it hath pleasd God to lay me in the 
moſt Abaſive Outward Circumſtanges,that I might not beexal*, 
edabove meaſure by All this Manifeſtation,yet He hath Honour'd 
me, ſo unworthy, with ſo publick a CharaQter,as to be the He: 
rald of his. Kingdom, at 1697. to theſe Nations, by. ſo many In» 
fallible Proofs of theTime,that I can bidDefiance to. the Great- 
eſt Wit, Reaſon or Learning, that Allows Scripture to be the 
Word of God, to Anſwer,or make themnothing —_—_ 
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ſich as even a Conſidering Anti-Scripturiſt muſt be convined 
by obſerving ſo much already fullfill'd, according to ſuch

I moſt humbly therefore beſeech , That in regard of the 
Prodigious Averſations of the Mind of even Thofe whoſe 
proper Sphere it 15 to confider of theſe Labours, and to take 
care for the Honour of Thoſe, who ſoLabour in this Word and 
 Dodriue,asThave done.lf it ſhall yet pleaſe the Wiſe and Holy 
Diſpoſer of All Things, to humble my Outward Condition, to 
the Loweſt Dungeon 3 both in regard to the Puniſhment dye 
to my Iniquities; in regard of the yet Low State of theKing- 
dom of Chriſt, in Tribulation , and Patience ; during which , 
the Miniſters of it muſt be Low alſo, and in Sackeloth : And, 
Laſtly, As Things will appear within Little Time, that it may 
Upbraid to Chriſtians (even tho it was their Office to do o- 
therwiſe) their Low Regard to the Kingdom of Chriſt; In 
All theſe Regards, Let No One be moved by my AfMictions, 
whatever they may be; but conſider the Vaſt Accounts of 
Scripture-Truth, and Reaſon, and be Affur'd, the Kingdom 
of God muſt needs be as cloſe upon us, as I have Declared. 
For the Word of God cannot be Broken : And it muſt have 
a Senſe. 3 and that Senſe we may, by a Deep Pondering, and a 
Diligent Compare, be as ſure of in Prophetical, as other 
Parts of it. I cannot therefore but earneſtly beſeech Confidera- 
tion, whether the Things I have offered, can be thought either 
Frivolous, or Forc'd ; And whether on fuch a Settlement as 1 
havelong a-go made, what lnow offer upon it,benot even moſt 
Surprizing and Wonderful in its Confirmation, neither depen- 
ding on Phantafie or Fifjon, but moſt Sabſtential Scripture, 
Hiſtory, Natare, Reaſon. 
Oh that then neither the Gallzo-Spirit, of Caring for Nore 
of Thefe Things, nor the Unbelieving Spirit might prevail ; 
That rho God ſhould oper the very 7 of Heaven, They 
cannot be : For be Aſſurd, That at the Seventh, or Laſt 
Half Time Ending, from a Cloud as big as a Man's Hand, 
The Heavens ſhall be over-ſpread, and a mighty Rain of the 
Gofpel Fall, according to that Type, 1 Kings 18.34. 
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
